
 Assessment consumes a significant amount of each student’s 
and teacher’s time. Every year, teachers and school principals deal 
with administering state tests, developing and administrating formative 
subject tests, and determining how to utilize the results of the assess-
ments. For many, the topic is daunting. Others understand the basics 
but would like to expand the number of ways in which their data is 
used. Still others would like to know how to improve the quality of the 
assessments they develop.  
 This year the Assessment Department of the Utah State Office 
of Education would like to offer training in developing assessments 
and using data generated from assessments. This training can be 
adapted to the needs of your district or school. Schools can determine 
the length of the in-service, which can vary from two hours to one or 
two days.

Computer-Based Assessments  

NAEP 2009 
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 The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) for 2009 is underway!  With approximately 275 
schools selected in 36 districts as well as 19 charter schools, NAEP 2009 will report on a large sample of Utah 
students.  Among the fourth and eighth grades selected from the given schools, students will participate in as-
sessments in the areas of reading, mathematics, and science for the state NAEP portion of the assessment.  In 
addition to the state NAEP assessment, a national assessment will also be conducted in the areas of reading, 
mathematics, science, civics, geography, and U.S. history.  The assessment window will begin on January 26 and 
end on March 6, 2009.  Assessment dates for each school have already been selected, and principals and dis-
tricts have been notified. 

 Currently, NAEP is recruiting field staff members throughout Utah to assist with the assessment cycle 
beginning in January.  If you know of someone who will be available from January through March of next year, 
please have that person contact the USOE NAEP State Coordinator, Tim Eccleston, at 
tim.eccleston@schools.utah.gov or 801-538-7814.
